Filing Deadline 
For Property 
Tax Assistance 


Martin Huff, Executive Offi- 
cer of the Franchise Tax Board, 
reminds all homeowners 62 
years of age and over that the 
August 31 deadline for filing 
1974 property tax assistance 
claims is rapidly approaching. 

More than 248,000 claims have 
been received since the filing 
season began May 16, Huff said. 
Senior citizens who have al- 
ready filed claims for this year 
need not refile another claim. 

Approximately $61 million in 
assistance payments were made 
in 1973 on 302,500 claims. The 
law provides for reimbursement 
of up to 96 per cent of prop- 
erty taxes paid. depending upon 
the income of the individual. 

To be eligible for property 
tax assistance, claimants must 
ibe 62 years of age or older as 
of January 1, 1974, own and re- 
side in their home, have paid 
taxes for the current year and 
have income of $10,000 or less. 

Requests for information and 
claim forms may be made to 
any Senior Citizens Property 
Tax Assistance branch office or

City Council 


Will Noise 
Halt Motorcycle Race 


If the problem of noise has 
been beaten, as the promoters 
claim and if they can prove it, 
then the controversial Golden 
Gate Fields motorcycle race 
may be allowed. 


The City Council, at Monday 
night's meeting, decided to re- 
open public hearings on the is 
suance of the race permit if 
Michael Goodwin, a representa- 
tive of Media Max, Inc., the pro- 
moters, can prove to City Engi 
neer James B. Turner that the 
noise will be at an acceptable 
level. 


This same race was held last 
year and many complaints were 
received because of the noise. 
When the request for a permit 
was again made this year a pub- 
lic hearing was held. The sen 
timent went against the race 
and the permit was denied in a 
32 vote with Councilmen 
George Hein and Hubert Call 
dissenting. 


Media Max, Inc. then held a 
demonstration which the Coun 
cil decided was unconvincing 
and the permit request was not 
reconsidered. 


According to Goodwin, spe 
cial modifications have now 
been made so that all motorcy 
cles entering the race will 


achieve the acceptable noise lev- 
el. He is unable to prove this 
claim through demonstration 
because the motorcycles are all 
back East, though he will at 
tempt to prove it on paper 
the City Engineer 

Some of the
